(B) at least one compound selected from the group consisting of 
biologically acceptable acids and biologically acceptable salts 

thereof, 

whereby there are no systemic anti-clotting and no systemic biocidal 
effects . 
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with symptoms of microbial infection and/or sepsis involves first 
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exotoxin-inactivating antimicrobial compound such as Taurolidine and/or 
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the Taurolidine and/or Taurultam, is an antibiotic administered to the 
patient. 
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Taurultam are administered locally or intravenously to the patient to 
substantially inactivate microbes that are causing the infection. Only 
after substantially inactivating the microbes causing the infection 
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an antibiotic administered to the 
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
